to join with Eisenhower Republicans in 
seeking stronger civil rights legislation, 
such as Part Three of the original Ad- 
ministration bill that was eliminated by 
the Senate last session. Had this section 
been retained the Attorney General could 
have initiated suits on his own motion in 
the Little Rock case. 


Another legislative proposal likely to 
be introduced would prevent the use of 
National Guardsmen to oppose a Federal 
Court order. There is likely to be an 
effort in the Senate to amend the rule 
that permits filibusters, such as the record 
breaker by Thurmond. 

On the other hand, Southerners such as 
Russell will try to stop the use of federal 
troops to enforce Federal Court orders. 
It is almost certain that individual South- 
erncrs, for their own political purposes, 
will introduce legislation relying on the 
state’s right doctrine. 


If the Republicans have gained in the 
North by use of federal force in Little 
‘Rock, they appear to have lost ground in 
their slow buildup of the party in the 
South.

A TEST of the Republican Southern ef- 
fort will be in the Virginia governorship 
election this year. Republican Ted Dalton, 
who received 45 per cent of the vote four 
years ago, is running against a former 
Democratic Attorney General, J. Lindsay 
Almond, who has the support of the pow- 
erful Bryd machine. Both are segrega- 
tionists but Dalton disagrees with the 
methods adopted by Democratic Virginia 
legislature. A big drop in Dalton’s per- 
centage of the vote would be interpreted 
that the Republicans are losing favor in 
the South. 


Another test, this time between a North- 
ern Democrat, Gov. Robert B. Meyner of 
New Jersey who is seeking re-election, 
against an Eisenhower Republican, Mal- 
comb Forbes, will show whether the Little 
Rock affair helped the Republicans. In 
this contest both candidates are integra- 
tionists, Meyner has approved the Pres- 
ident’s order to use military force in 
Arkansas. 

The effects of next year’s session of 
Congress and the Congressional elec- 
tions will show up in the 1960 national 
conventions and the Presidential elec- 
tion. The Republicans, whoever their 
nominee, will have te defend the use 
of military power te enforce public 
school integration and include a strong 
civil rights plank in their platform. 


The Democratic convention as usual 
will be ‘divided between the Northerners 
and the Southerners on civil rights. The 
recent statements of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee’s advisory group clearly 
indicates that the Northerners, including 
former Presidential Candidate Adlai E. 
Stevenson, will fight for and probably 
get the adoption of a civil rights plank as

NDIA, regarded by many as the 
free world’s best hope in Asia, is 
facing a new financial crisis that 
could bring about serious political dis- 
order and unwitting encouragement 
to predatory Communists within and 
without the eountry. 

High-level Indian delegations are in 
the United States seeking aid to tide the 
nation over a critical period in the de- 
velopment of its second five-year plan. 
An official group is headed by T. T. 
Krishnamachari, minister of finance; an 
unofficial delegation of 14 industrialists 


is headed by G. D. Birla, a leading busi- 
ness man.

THE INDIANS are seeking loans, not 
gifts, to help solve foreign exchange diffi- 
culties caused by unexpectedly heavy ex- 
penditures for capital equipment and other 
factors. They hold their economy is funda- 
mentally sound but say they need huge 
amounts of capital quickly to save the 
essentials of the five-year plan and assure 
its accomplishment8 by March of 1961. 

Although the prospects of obtaining suf- 
ficient funds are dim, a situation the In- 
dians understand, the urgency of the 
crisis is real. This is the background, as 
outlined by Krishnamachari: 


India has been trying to develop its | 
economy by democratic, rather than to- 
talitarian, means. To do this it has been 
necessary to offer the hope of better liv- 
ing conditions to India’s 380,000,000 peo- 
ple. The rather modest first five-year plan, 
ended in March 1956, was successful and 
a second and much more ambitious plan 
was drawn up. The dominant Congress 
party of Prime Minister Nehru beliéves 
it received a mandate from the voters last 
March to complete this. plan. 


Indian leaders assert it was impera- 
tive that the plan be offered and then 
contend that a substantial failure would 
wreck the Congress party, with conse- 
quent strong gains by the Communists. 
In the March election Communists won 
control’ of Kerala state in southwest 
India. 


Among other factors two are outstand- 
ing. 

One is that for several years Indians 
have been forced, in their view, to main- 
tain a costly military establishment strong 
enough to counter any possible threat 
from Pakistan. Pakistan has been receiv- 
ing American military aid (this week the 
first of three United States cruisers was 
delivered in Karachi harbor), a fact which 
is deeply resented by Indians. Pakistan 
and the United States signed a mutual 
defense agreement in May 1954, Pakistan 
belongs to the. United States-supported 
Baghdad Pact. 


Despite assurances from the United 
States and Pakistan that these arms will 
not be turned against India, Indians say 
that as Pakistan has become militarily 
stronger its expressions of belligerence 
toward India have increased and they fear 
that something, perhaps the insoluble 
quarrel over Kashmir, will touch off a con- 
flagration. Pakistan's attitude, Indians say; 
has necessitated a constant review of In- 
dia’s fighting potential] and a drain on 
resources that should go into the five- 
year plan. 

Krishnamachari said the view of his 
people was expressed Sept. 20 by Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles in a 
speech te the United Nations.

Krishnamachari ¢ited the arms threat 
in the West and the refugee threat in the 
East as basic reasons behind the excessive 
diversion of finances that might have gone 
into economic development. 

There are other obstacles in the way of 
implementing the five-year plan, which is 
detailed in a massive book of 650 pages. 
An American diplomat put it this way: 

“The.plan itself surpasses the imagina- 
tion, when it is realized how far the In- 
dians have to go and how little time they 
have. There are 550,000 villages in the 
country. Many of them have no commu- 
nications facilities to the outside world, 
The government simply 
must build roads and develop the rail- 
roads. 

“The people are largely illiterate, with 
an -incredibly low standard .of living, 
speaking some 200 languages. Yet they 
are awakening, looking for a better life 
and for the fulfillment of the promises 
made to them. The government must 
produce.” 

* * * 

ALTHOUGH MANY Indian planners 
saw from the beginning the country could 
not foot the entire bill for the plan, there 
were unexpected factors that added to the 
strain. The general world inflationary sit- 
uation has raised costs in India as well as 
elsewhere. The protracted shutdown of 
the Suez Canal set back deliveries, in- 
creased the cost of goods transported 
around the Cape of Good Hope, and raised 
prices. Capital investments made in pur- 


suance of the plan cannot produce a re- 


turn fast enough to bring back the needed 
amounts of foreign exchange. 

In the face of this the Indians have 
lowered their sights on the five-year 
plan as much as they dare. They have 
moved to eliminate non-essential im- 
ports and have taken other steps cal- 
culated to conserve foreign exchange.

Government statisticians have a special 
interest in moonlighting. At the Bureau 
of the Census, it was noticed several years 
ago that something strange was happen- 
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August 1957, that “employes in non-agri- 
cultural establishments” totaled 52,836,- 
005, it really means there were that many 
such jobs. 

Hew many moonlighters are there? 
The Census Bureau's latest estimate is 
3,700,000 persons, or one in every 18 
employed persons in the country. This 
figure is based on a survey made in July 
1956. Six years earlier, in July 1950, 
Census found only about 1,800,000 mul- 
tiple jobholders, or one in every 33 
employed persons. 

To put the situation another way, 5.5 
per cent of all employed persons are 
moonlighters, compared to 3 per cent in 
1950. The ratio runs higher among farm 
workers, but among non-farm wage and 
salary workers it has reached 4.9 per cent. 
Among all married men, the percentage 
is 7.5. 


Census made a new survey last July 
and electronic machines will finish grind- 
ing out the results in two or three months, 
giving more details than in its last report 
on moonlighting. 

“We want to know whether the multi- 
ple jobholder has a wife who works, for 
one thing,” a Census official explained.

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Naming Nine City Freeholders 

In compliance with his duty under the Mis- 
souri Constitution, Mayor Tucker has officially 
called St, Louis’s 18 Circuit Judges to a meeting 
Monday on city-county freeholders. Notwith 
standing a legal cloud now hanging over the 
whole effort to create a board to plan city- 
county co-ordination, the Mayor and the city’s 
judges must proceed with the selection of 
nine city members. 

We hope that Mr. Tucker and the judges will 
assemble a group of first-class frecholders. This 
would serve as an example to the appointing 
authorities in the county—the members of the 
County Council and the county’s Probate and 
Circuit Judges—if the legal difficulty over the 
petitions there is overcome. 

The only Constitutional qualification for the 
freeholders relates to politics. Not more than 
five of those appointed in either city or county 
shall be affiliated with the same political party. 
Once that requirement has been met, the Mayor 
and the Judges are free to appoint the best 
men available. We hope they will not make 
the mistake of attempting to pick freeholders 
to represent group interests. 

That did not work well‘in the case of the 
City Charter freeholders, some of whom put 
their group affiliations ahead of the welfare of 
the city as a whole, The city’s freeholders for 
metropolitan reorganization should be persons 
of stature and intellect serving only one interest 
—that of the whole metropolitan community. 


The Basic Passport Question 

The State Department has annouriced a soften- 
ing of its passport policy in connection with the 
42 young people who went to Communist China 
against regulations. The violators will have their 
passports picked up when they return, but will 
be given adequate opportunity to be heard on 
appeal and it is hinted that the passports will be 
restored if they agree not to violate the regula 
tions again. 

This attitude, representing some change from 
the stern threat of reprisals against three news- 
paper reporters who went to China last Decem- 
ber, is part of a general relaxation of passport 
restrictions. The State Department no longer 
claims that it possesses unlimited right to issue 
or deny passports.

MICHAEL INNES, the talented 
author of many widely read detective 
stories, has revealed another aspect of 
his creative resource in a novel called 
“A Use of Riches.” This, he says, is a 
“straight” novel which means, I suppose, 
that it. undertakes a deeper exploration 
of character, motivation and ideas than 
are required by the conventions of the 
mystery novel. Certainly “A Use of 
Riches” is a novel of ideas and of 
character and Mr. Innes—or- J.1.M. 
Stewart which is his real name—is 
obviously well qualified in his learning, 
his sensitivity and his command of the 
language to write it... 

His story concerns an English art 
eorinoisseur Rupert Craine, who has 
married the widow of a famous painter 
named John Arnander. The painter, as 
it happens, is not dead. Having lost his 
sight during the war he has preferred 
to hide himself in a remote turret of 
an Italian castle whose owner, an aging 
Marchesa, is willing to abet the decep- 
tion out of compassion. A change of 
circumstance, however, forces the Mar- 
chésa to make new provisions for 
Arnander. So she communicates with 
Craine. 


CRAINE RESPONDS to this shat- 
tering news with a singular high-minded- 
ness, He disregards the suggested possi- 
bility of concealing Arnander’s untimely 
resurrection and insists that every effort 
be made to restore Arnander’s sight so 
that he can paint again. Mrs. Craine’s 
reaction is less understandable. Her life 
with Arnander had been that of a mis- 
treated handmaiden to genius; and 
having found dignity and happiness with 
Craine and an assured future for her 
children she could not honestly regret 
the supposed death of her legal husband. 
Nevertheless she chooses to reunite her- 
self immediately to Arnander. In her 
view it is a moral compulsion she cannot 
escape.

IS THE SOVIET dictatorship hang- 
ing on the ropes? Taken together, 
these two reports of internal stresses 
in Russia and its satellites give the 
impression that Red Russia may be 
harder pressed than we realize. How- 
ever, one must be quick to add, any 
optimism should be guarded. Commu- 
n ‘mis flexible, hardy, and still young. 
In thie 1920s, Russia survived even great- 
er “Stresses after Lenin's death, and 
médé great diplomatic gains through a 
conéiliatory “peace” attitude. It bene- 
fited by working on suspicions and 
natural conflicts dividing the Western 
allies—which are still a problem today. 
Prudently, the West should be prepared 
for a long stalemate but, at the same 
tiie, not be caught napping again by 
a Hungarian-style uprising. 


Louis Fischer returned to Russia last 
year, after being a Moscow correspond- 
ent from 1922 to 1938. He has written 
18 other books, many on Russia. Alex- 
andre Metaxas, a French journalist now 
living in Switzerland, is a contributor 
to the London “Sunday Times.” He 
speaks and looks like a Russian; his 
grass-roots mingling led to his spectacu- 
lar conclusions. If hasty and glib in 
sotfie of his conclusions, he seems to 
seé right through to the point. His 
approach is balanced by the scholarship 
and personal knowledge of Fischer, who 
is more cautious. 


METAXAS FEELS that the Soviet 
dictatorship is doing a poor job of gov- 
erning and producing consumer goods 
and could fall quietly any time from 
within, by universal consent. Any for- 
eign interference, he warns, would be 
resented. The army, composed mostly 
of oppressed but passive peasants, is 
said to hold the balance of power.

THE CASE of John Arnander is more 
than ordinarily complicated by the fact 
that he is a conceded genius whose value 
to society cannot be estimated in terms 
of commonplace happiness. Such at 
least, is Rupert Craine’s view; and 
though his willingness to sacrifi¢e him- 
self and his family amounts to a 
quixotic gallantry, it does illuminate an 
ideal which thoughtful people should 
examine. 


Mr. Stewart's novel carries implica- 
tions that are never spelled out; nor 
should they be.

The eternal triangle between Russia, 
Germany and Poland offers complica- 
tions, for Poland is dependent on Soviet 
troops, though Fischer believes Polish- 
German border disagreements could be 
settled amicably. Russia, it is held, 
cannot give the economic aid necessary 
for Poland to remain a going concern. 

Soviet leaders, according to Fischer, 
know the West will not attack, nor do 
they fear capitalism. They fear freedom 
and democracy’s multi-party system— 
and the pressure of China’s poorly fed 
millions, which may force Russia to 
make peace with the West, possibly 
including German re-unification. Metaxas 
thinks Russia's greatest need is a work- 
ing agreement with the United States. 


FISCHER TALKED a half hour 
with Soviet leader Mikoyan, who said 
he was almost liquidated by Stalin. 
Fischer found conditions in Russia gen- 
erally better but clothing was shoddy, 
housing bad, and the people seemed 
very tired. His old friends were grate- 
ful over the ending of police terror but 
somewhat apprehensive that it would 
return. He found few “thinking citizens.” 

The Soviet empire-West struggle, 
Fischer says, will be with us a long 
time and can best be resolved “by the 
growth of democracy in Russia’s satel- 
lites and the consequent Soviet with- 
drawal to pre-1939 boundaries,” which 
would “belatedly spread freedom inside 
Russia.” This can be accelerated by 
the “further recession of Western im- 
perialism and the further reinforcement 
of civil liberties in the democracies.”

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The City and Esthetic Experience 


Role of. Artist and Architect in Shaping Civic Vision

WHEN A HOUSEWIFE digs into 
one of the lower levels of her handbag

something that is called “serendipity.” 


Serendipity is the sort of word which, 


ence we encounter. it, we wonder where 
it has been all our lives. It comes from 
a tale of three princes of the realm of 
Serendip, the ancient name of Ceylon, 
who embarked on extensive travels. The 
rewarding feature of their journeys, and 
consequently of the story about them, 
was that all sorts of delightful things, 
unplanned and unexpected, kept turning 
up along the way. In an allusion to this 
tale, Hugh Walpole suggested that the 
finding of valuable or agreeable things 
not sought for must be a gift, or at any 
rate a happy faculty, which some people 
seem to have and others do not, and he

IN OUR COMMITMENTS to the 
business of everyday living, we tend to 
see only what we must, and our other 


senses function on a similarly specialized 
basis to serve the pressing needs of the 
moment. When our senses are not on 
official business, we are likely to let 
them go slack and so we miss out on 
serendipity that is readily available close 
to home, 

A bit of serendipity caught up with a 
man we know when he found himself 
abed in a hospital. On the second day, 
he awoke early. The only thing in view, 
off in the outside distance, was the big, 
blunt mass of the Park Plaza Hotel, of 
which he gradually became aware, in an 
idle, inanimate, glum sort of way. The 


sun came up and beamed a shaft of light 
straight at the high stone flanks of the 
building, throwing the numerous set- 
backs and terraces into shadow. As the 


sun swung around, the setbacks were 
lighted up and the straight walls took 
on a shimmer of faint tonalities. These 
underwent a long series of subtle grada- 
tions during the day, and at sundown the 
visible side of the building stood all in 
shadow, limned around its rugged con- 
tours with an aura of tinted light. Some 


roseate clouds rolled up for good 


measure. It was like, our friend still’ 


recalls with enthusiasm, watching the 


play of light on a mountain peak. 

He had had an esthetic experience, 
which often occurs in serendipitous 
fashion. An esthetic experience is an 
illuminating, meaningful view of the 
world outside one’s self, a view that 
carries the mind as well as the sense 


organ beyond the immediate conglomera- 


tion of details and into a new unity, 
pulsating with life. 

WE OFTEN HEAR it said that 
cities and other large-scale works of man 
are chaotic in their cumulative effect. 
But the same is true of nature. What we 
see, when we see something that moves 
us emotionally and imaginatively, and 
seems to strike deep, rich chords in the 
very fibers of our being, is some com- 
pelling aspect of the over-all scene. We 
may have overlooked it countless times 
before but, when we are properly recep- 
tive and the conditions are suddenly 
right, there it is. 

It is uncommon to enjoy this ex- 
perience in our home community because 
the scene is so familiar, Here, the use of 
our vision is confined to guiding us 
through traffic, avoiding open manholes, 
looking at shop windows, noticing an 
occasional pretty face, consulting our 
watches and identifying the innumerable 
objects that we pick up and put down 
in the course of the day’s work. 

“It is only when an object exists in 


Qo 


our lives for no other purpose than to 
be seen that we really look at it,” the 
painter and critic Roger Fry wrote in 
1909. We depend on the artist and the 
architect to show us how to see. The 
artist looks at nature for raw material, 
which he selects, modifies and arranges. 
Looking at the subject matter in its 
original state is not necessarily an 
esthetic experience for him, because he 
is intent on pulling from all the things 
before him some salient elements of 
design, as Vivian Chevillon did in com- 
posing her watercolor, “Alley in North 
St. Louis,” reproduced below. 


The artist may not even have an 
esthetic experience in looking at his own 
transformed version of what he saw 
originally—more likely he will view 
what he has done with grave misgivings. 
The esthetic experience is reserved for 
the spectator. 


THE ARCHITECT RESHAPES 
the environment itself, a task that often 
comes up against the most insuperable 
handicaps. The Saarinen Arch proposed 
for the St. Louis riverfront ran into 
opposition because, practical citizens ask, 
what can we use it for? The answer is 
that we can use it for seeing—for seeing 
St. Louis as the gateway to the West. 
Once we see St. Louis in this way, we 
shall find some things intolerable about 
the city and we shall find some things 
that are uniquely good about it, if we 
haven't already torn them down by then. 

It ig this kind of seeing that would 
make it impossible to view a wrecking 
ball’s smashing of the historic Merchants 
Exchange building with the same equani- 
mity that we would the razing of some 
sagging tenement in Mill Creek Valley. 
This kind of seeing is an appreciative 
vision of the good things that are and 
the good things that eould and should 
be. Without it, we shall strip our city, 
bit by bit, of much that can give it 
enduring character.

The Art Film in St. Louis 


Brown Hall Showings Open 14th Season This Week 


By PATRICIA KREBS 
CONSIDERABLE VIGOR has 
gone into arguments as to whether mov- 
ing pictures are an art form. The uncom- 
promising St. John Ervine, playwright 
and novelist, declared them “mechani- 
cally superb and intellectually con- 
temptible,” and the Soviet Russian di- 
rector Pudovkin declared with equal 
conviction in 1933 that sound film, “the 
art of the future,” would supersede all 
other arts. 


The St. Louis Film Art Society, de- 

spite its name, isn’t firmly committed to 
any stand. The stated purpose of the 
society, which is sponsored by Unt- 
versity College at Washington Univers- 
ity, is to present outstanding films not 
ordinarily available at commercial 
theaters for the study of artistic, social, 
historical and educational aspects of the 
moving picture. But at least three 
features of its fourteenth season, which 
will open Friday in the university's 
Brown Hall Auditorium with “Inspector 
General” (Czechoslovakian, 1938), hold 
well-established positions. 
THE CONSENSUS IS that what- 
ever art the moving picture can claim 
began most forcefully with D. W. Grif- 
fith, and that his greatest picture was 
“Birth of a Nation” (American, 1915), 
which the society will present Nov. 15, 
16 and 17. Griffith used the camera to 
create a life of its own, rather than to 
photograph scenes reminiscent of stage 
settings. 

In his story of the Civil War and the 
Reconstruction, he contrasted close-ups 
with long and panoramic shots. He 
brought about rhythmic changes of pace 
with fast and slow cutting. He created 
tension and suspense by alternating 
fragments of parallel sequences, such as 
shots of mounting danger against those 
of a developing rescue move. 

To achieve emotional effect and imi- 
tation of natural sounds in this silent 
film, he had Joseph Carl Breil arrange 
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their milieu by careful selection of de- 
tail and camera angle shots. 

“Rasho-mon” (Japanese, 1950), which 

will be presented this year, received 
first prize at the International Film 
Festival at Venice and the Academy 
Award as the Best Foreign Film in 1951. 
In this picture, the murder of a noble- 
man and the rape of his wife by a bandit 
near the Rasho-mon Gate in eighth 
century Kyoto are enacted four times 
as the participants and a bystander give 
their versions of the action. These sub- 
jective accounts are so skillfully inter- 
woven by Director Akira Kurosawa, 
that nothing repetitive occurs. Kuro- 
sawa’s presentation of character with 
scrutiny by the camera has been de- 
scribed as resembling the technique of 
silent film-making at its best. 
ART ITSELF WILL BE the sub- 
ject matter of several of the documentary 
films that accompany each feature. 
“Visit to Picasso” (Belgian, 1950), writ- 
ten and directed by Paul Haesaerts, will 
show different periods of the protean 
artist’s development. The grotesqueries 
of fifteenth and sixteenth century Flem- 
ish and German painters, including 
Bosch and Breughel, furnish material 
for “The Demon in Art” (Italian, 1950). 
Other films will explore works by 
Velasquez, Japanese art and the “Ver- 
meers” faked by Van Meegeren. 

As is customary, this year’s program 
includes music: “Tales of Hoffman” 
(British, 1951) and “The Beethoven Story 
(Eroica)” (Austrian, 1949). Substantial 
attention is given to foreign films. Other 
imports this season include “The Red 
Shoes” (British, 1948), “Carmen” 
(French, 1947), “Revenge” (Italian, 
1946), “Don Quixote” (Spanish, 1937), 
“Volpone” (French, 1943), “The Chekhov 
Festival,” which consists of the Russian 
“Jubilee” (1948) and “Marriage (1950). 

Under the old favorite category would 
seem to come the American films “San 
Francisco” (1953) and “The Bride Comes 
to Yellow Sky” (1952), 
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the suggestion box. 


This year’s films were chosen by a 
group of nine persons whose occupa- 
tions, in some cases, entail special points 
of view. Members were Fred Becker, 
instructor in the Washington University 
School of Fine Arts; Joseph O. Fischer, 
director of music therapy at St. Louis 
State Hospital; Richard Hesse, engineer- 
ing co-ordinator at McDonnell Aircraft 
Corporation; Harold E. Heye, professor 
of history at Washington University; 
William Keehn, now a member of the 
management development division of 
Boeing Airplane Company at Seattle, 
Wash.; Dean Moore, production manager 
of Condor Films, Inc; Mrs. Fritzl 
Mitchell and Miss Barbara Sottile, sec- 
retaries in University College; and Jim 
Lahr, administrative assistant in the col- 
lege, who is chairman, 

Any year’s program has to come out 

of strenuous discussion about the hun- 
dreds of 16 mm. films offered by several 
dozen distributors, and no one is ever 
entirely pleased. One committee mem- 
ber is jubilant over showing “Tales of 
Hoffman,” which he considers the most 
technically finished picture ever made, 
and another considers it “two and a 
half hours of whipped cream.” 
BUT A DIVERSIFIED program 
suits a film art society audience better 
than might be supposed, as Eugene R. 
Page, former director of the society, once 
pointed out in the Saturday Review. In 
the audience are many distinguishable 
types, he said, including technical ex- 
perts, the avant-garde seekers, senti- 
mentalists returning to old favorites, 
and “the ‘anti-Hollywood faction,’ con- 
vinced that all foreign films are per se 
better than anything American.” 

This season 1150 persons have bought 
out the $4 memberships, which may be 
used in combination or one at a time for 
each program, given Friday and Satur- 
day nights and Sunday afternoons. “Do 
your usual good job,” reads most of the

ARTUR RUBINSTEIN’S 
recording of Beethoven's five 
plano concertos represents a 
continuous effort carried 
through over a fairly short 
period in collaboration with 
the Symphony of the Air and 
the conductor, Josef Krips. 
Mr. Rubinstein is not the 
definitive interpreter of 
Beethoven but these perform- 
ances are impressive never- 
theless because they disclose 
Mr. Rubinstein’s best quall- 
ties: His beauty of tone, plas- 
ticity of phrasing and general 
poetic sensibility. He is for- 
tunate, too, in his associates. 
Mr. Krips, in his direction of 
the orchestra, manages to pro- 
duce a higher tension in the 
line and stronger, more as- 
sertive dynamic contrasts than 
the soloist, without seeming 
to go it alone. And the or- 
chestra is superbly responsive. 
Moreover its richness of tex- 
ture could hardly be bettered, 
(RCA-Victor, five 12-inch Lps 
in album with explanatory 
brochure.) 


THE FIRST and second 
concertos are irreproachable. 
Mr. Rubinstein’s beguiling 
lyricism, expressed in flowing 
lines and discreet but telling 
inflection, makes one forget 
other possible treatments. The 
same may be said of all the 
slow movements. In the 
fourth and fifth concertos Mr. 
Rubinstein’s tendency to be 
relaxed and gracious with all 
aspects of the score diminishes 
the stature of these works in 
some degree. Mr. Rubinstein 
can be volatile and energetic a 
but his temperament is not 


edited and 


particularly conducive to mon- 
umental readings. 
The Beethoven cadenzas, as 


amplified by 
Busoni, are used in these re- 
cordings. The acoustical 
quality is first rate. It is good 
enough, in any case, to make 
the plano sound natural, and 
to make possible a singing 
legato.

Sibelius in Review 


His Music Strong and Consistent 


By MANUS SASONKIN 


UPON THE DEATH of a celebrated composer, we are 
generally informed that we must wait upwards of half a 
century before controversy settles and posterity renders its 
verdict. This was true in the case of Bela Bartok, who died 
twelve years ago; it was similarly true with regard te the 
more recent death of the more problematical Arnold Schoen- 
berg. Indeed, in the latter instance, we were advised to 
exercise undue patience, since posterity would not be likely 
to render its verdict for a full century. 


But regarding Jan Sibelius, no such indulgence !s required. 
Sibelius, who died on September 20, at the age of ninety-one, 
has issued no new music in more than 25 years, and the works 
which earned him his reputation date back another quarter of 
a century. 


IT SEEMS FUTILE to attempt a qualitative evaluation 
of Sibelius’—or anyone else’s—output from this standpoint. 
“Good” and “bad” (along with their various critical synonyms 
and elaborations) are too personal, too subjective, and—in the 
last analysis—too dogmatic to serve as useful criteria. Posterity, 
in the form of enduring public appeal, is a fickle, often, seem- 
ingly, an indiscriminate selector. In this country, at least, it 
has overwhe ignored Sibelius’ Third Symphony, in favor 
of the Second. It has similarly sacrificed the music of “Karelia” 
and “Pelleas et Melisande” to “Finlandia” and “En Saga,” 
although (from the professional point of view) the discrepancies 
in quality between the various pairs of works are slight. 

In fact, broadly considered, Sibelius is a more than usually 
consistent composer, showing few of the qualitative extremes 
associated with (for example) Schubert and Schumann. When 
still a very young composer, he had manipulated his techniques 
into a style which was at once individual and conservative. 
Throughout the years, Sibelius has developed and modified this 
style, without ever wholly abandoning it. The murky textures, 
the prominent use of bass sonorities, the rather spasmodic and 
sectional melodic lines, the frequently jagged rhythms, and the 
predominance of minor-mode feeling, all combine to produce 
the somewhat awkward (and sometimes grotesque) sound which 
most readily identifies Sibelius. If you like Sibelius, it is a 
lovable sound; lovable, not in spite of its awkwardness but 
because of it, for this is an awkwardness denoting sincerity, 
integrity and unconcern for obvious prettiness. If you dislike 
Sibelius, the sound is abhorrently crude and unlovely, its awk- 
wardness denoting technical slovenliness and incompetence. 


SIBELIUS HAS ACHIEVED much of his fame through 
two media: The symphony and the symphonie (or tone) poem. 
In neither was he particularly epoch-making: the symphony 
originated—to use a rather precipitous word to describe an 
evolutionary process—a century and a half before Sibelius 
first attempted it, while Liszt, Franck, Saint-Saens and Strauss 
all anticipated him with the symphonic poem (which may be 
described as a single movement in no prescribed form, but 
rather based upon a literary text). Much has been made of 
Sibelius’ one attempt to combine these two media. It should be 
apparent that he did not succeed because the two media, by 
definition, are incompatible. The symphonic poem depends 
upon its literary background; without it, the music is merely 
a movement for orchestra, none the less enjoyable, to be sure, 
but relying upon musical (rather than literary or poetic) stimuli 
for its motivation. Conversely, without the formal design based 
upon the contrasted-movement scheme of its heritage, a “sym- 
phony” is merely a title with no suggestion as to content. 


BY COMPOSING his Seventh (and, so far as we know, 
his last) symphony in one movement, Sibelius, at superficial 
acquaintance, appears to have achieved the impossible and 
bridged this abyss. Actually, he has done no such thing. There 
being no text, there can be no symphonic poem; there being 
no contrast of movements, there can be no true symphony. 
Rather than bridge the abyss, Sibelius slipped into it. His 
Seventh Symphony is an imposing orchestral movement and 
nothing more; it is neither symphonic nor poetic in its intent. 
Its effect is a wholly different matter which I have no in- 
tention of pursuing, there being no limit te the amount of 
interpretation one may impose upon a defenseless composer. 
Its greatest significance is that it has engendered a whole 
spawn of mislabeled Symphonies in One Movement, (Obviously, 
it is no more possible to have a one-movement symphony, than 
it is to have a waterless ocean.) 


NEVERTHELESS, IT 18 not the label, but the musie 
which is important to us. Sibelius may no longer be the giant 
he once seemed, he may not even be a composer of the first 
rank; his music has waned considerably in popularity during 
the past two decades, and he is no longer referred to as the 
most original and significant eomposer of symphonies since 
Beethoven; his output, while not meager, is limited as to media; 
and his emotional range is circumscribed. But his musie has 
personality, vitality and honesty. It has guaranteed its com- 
poser a place in musical history.

Charles rode the bow of his canoe with camera rigged 
on a tripod between his legs, while Marian manned the 
stern paddle and ran rapids with skill if not always 
with nonchalance. Leo and Kay, having less camera equip- 
ment to worry about, tackled all the small chutes and 
swift runs.

Gliding is a generic term for 
the art of flying a heavier than 
aircraft similar to an airplane 
but not provided with an en- 
gine. It includes both gliding 
and soaring. In soaring the ma- 
chine is carried aloft by the ris- 
ing air currents. These are 
called thermals. We were in one 
heck of a thermal. 

The sensation was one of 
freedom, with overtones of a 
roller coaster.

Over the river Fred lost alti- 
tude rapidly, gained back hun- 
dreds of feet over factory 
smokestacks.

N a good soaring day—to 
() ive an idea of range—a 

pilot here could set a 250- 
mile goal, say Indianapolis, and 
stand a very excellent chance 
of getting there. At worst, if he 
lost his altitude, he could set 
down in any one of a thousand 
fields. Howard Blossom, the 
club founder, worked this out 
for us ...a glider today oper- 
ates on about 30 to 1 ratio. That 
means for every foot of alti- 
tude lost you go 30 feet ahead. 
(Cruising speed is about 45 
miles per hour.) 

At a minimum safe altitude 
of 1000 feet, which is when 
you start looking around, you 
ean go six miles ahead. That 
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gives you an awful lot of square 
miles to find a place to set 


down,

brought in right over the goal 
posts and stop on the 50-yard 
line,” Fred called, yielding to

A Russian named Simonov 
did 300 consecutive loops in 
1935, in a giider. Sailplanes 
can stay up for improbably long 
periods of time for endurance 


records. 

Glider people have a byword 
of you can get hurt in 
a glider but you have to work 
pretty hard at it. The demon- 
stration flight of an Army 
glider in 1943 at Lambert-St. 
Louis field caused the death of 
Mayor William Dee Becker and 
nine other persons when the 
wing broke; a stunned crowd of 
several thousand watched, as it 
fell like a brick. 

But in the smaller sailplane, 
fatal accidents are exceedingly 
rare; next to non-existent, the 
soaring enthusiasts pointed out. 

* * * 

LIDING goes way back. In 

the 1870s a French sailor 

named Le Bris did the first 
significant glider work with gli- 
ders that had wings shaped like 
those of an albatross, and with 
a boat-shaped body. The most 
famous of the early gliders was 
Otto Lilenthal. He and his bro- 
ther Gustav peeled themselves a 
bunch of willow rods, covered 
them with cotton fabric. That 
was in 1891. They had been 
studying: the flight of birds and 
experimenting since 1867. Otto 
hooked himself on to the glider 
wings by holding a cross bar. 
During flight he tried to con 
trol and stabilize the plane by 
moving his body. He was 
killed in glider experiments. 

Octave Chanute began gliding 
experiments in America in 18936 
+—when he was 64 years old. He 
built a five-deck glider. The 
Wright brothers experimented 
with a man-carrying kite, de- 
spite observations they would 
never get it off the ground. 

Matter of fact, the kite didn’t 
work out very well. But by 1902 
they had made 1000 successful 
flights in another type glider. 

The Wrights turned to motor- 
driven craft. From the time of 
their endurance record in 1911 
(9 minutes, 45 seconds) until 
1922, Germany was the cradle 
of gliding records.

A 
hostess who would not dream of asking a friend to give 
her daughter or sister or niece a costly present does 
virtually the same thing when she entertains at a shower. 
Unfortunately, this custom seems to be growing, and 
many others are just as annoyed as you are when the 
happy tradition of remembering the bride becomes so 
commercialized and burdensome that all the joy of giving 
ig erased and supplanted by a feeling of social obligation. 
Brides themselves can do much to remedy this by declining 
the offers of relatives to plan showers, and by refusing 
to permit the same guests to be invited over and over again 
until they are placed in the position either of refusing the 
invitation or spending more than they can actually afford.

ANSWER: How best to man- 
age patients has often been the 
topic of small talk when doctors 
get together; and when patients 
and doctors get together so- 
cially.

; The new FHA regulations, 
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Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


When planting a garden, : 


some thought should be given 
to fall effect. Springtime bloom 
is more profuse, of course, but 
autumn brings such exciting, 
vivid coloring to flowers, fruits 
and foliage. 


Fall blooms of the roses are 
often remarkably large, and we 
marvel at the rich, velvet of 
Crimson Glory, and the golden 
overtones and rosy petals of 
Peace. Even polyanthus, like 
the Fairy, have finer autumn 
coloring. 

Some of the climbing roses 
provide extra bounty in the 
form of shiny red pips. The 
dogwood has a second season 
of beauty, too, when decked 
with bright crimson berries and 
brilliantly colored foliage. This 
year the crabs have surely had 
a fine season, for their branches 
are loaded with gay red or yel- 
low fruits. 

The berriés of the hawthorns 
make some trees truly spectacu- 
lar. These fruits often persist 
for many months, too, so that 
a well-grown tree is like a 
beacon in the winter landscape. 

With the approach of Octo- 
ber, some shrubs and trees are 
beginning to give a hint of 
vivid coloring to come. Tinges 
of red may be seen on the 
winged euonymus (Evonymus 
alatus), a deciduous shrub that 
turns rosy, red. Various types 
of sumac, too, are showing fire- 
red leaves: E 

Berries Are Plentiful. 

Berries of pyracantha are 60 
profuse this year that the plant 
really lives up to its name, 
“firethorn.” Especially heavy 
clusters may be seen on the 
branches of the tall-growing 
variety, Pyracantha lalandi. Ber- 
ries of American hollies are now 
turning a rich red, and even 
the Chinese hollies have fruited 
well this year—both Ilex corn- 
uta, and the glossy-leaved I.

Now housed in several con- 
yerted buildings on a former 
estate, the establishment will 
ultimately comprise a mona- 
stery unit for 100 monks, in- 
cluding a thin-shell parabolic- 
arch, circular church, to ac- 
commodate 600 persons; a 
schoo] unit with 33 classrooms, 
six laboratories, music, art and 
shop rooms, library and audi- 
torium for an ultimate enroll- 
ment of about 400 to 500 boys; 
a lower school unit for 100 to 
200 younger boys: a separat¢ 
gymnasium and contemplated 
housing facilities’ for students 
and lay faculty. 


One of the buildings on which 
construction is starting is a two- 
story structure designed for 
permanent use as the monastic 
library, with cells for monks on 
the upper level. During the 
construction and transition pe- 
riod, the building will also 
serve school functions, provid- 
ing space for classrooms. 


Of reinforced concrete and 
masonry construction, it will be 
located within the monastic en- 
closure, next to the church.

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started now is the gymnasium, | 


which will also serve for the 
time being as an auditorium 
and dining hall. It will be 
composed of two sections; the 
gymnasium itself and a low ad- 
joining structure to house lock 
er rooms, showers, athletic of- 
fice. first. aid room and other 
facilities. This unit is planned 
for construction in two stages, 
with the later stage to be built 
as school enrollment requires. 

The gymhasium Itself will be 
a higher building, 100 feet 
equare with a slightly pitched 
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clear-span gable roof. The roof 
will be supported by a light 
steel triangular ridge truss, 
resting on four columns which 
frame the entrances. Bar joists 
from the truss to the side wall 
will bear the roof decking. The 
truss, an equilateral triangle of 
11 feet in section, will be glazed 
on the upper two sides, thus 
providing a central skylight 
spanning the building. More 
daylight will be added by high 
windows on two sides. 


The chureh building, on 
which construction is expected 
to begin in the near future, will 
be of unusual design and struc- 
ture. Circular in plan, with the 
altar located in the center, the 
structure of the church building 
will consist of three concentric 
tiers of thin shell poured con- 
crete arches, to be copper 
sheathed on the exterior. The 
outer ring of arches, 21 feet 
high, will form the exterior 
“walls” of the church. The sec- 
ond ring, smaller than the first 
and set back on top of them, 
will form a circle of clerestory 
windows lighting the church 
interior. The third and top 
ring of arches will be high and 
narrow, forming a lantern di- 
rectly over the center altar. All 
the arches will be parabolic 
curves, and the church wil! alsu 
be a parabola in section.

Another major truck terminal 
project to be located in north 
St. Louls was reported last 


week by the Conduit Industrial 
Redevelopment Corporation of 
St. Louis. A large new terminal 
building under long term lease 
to Motor Cargo, Incorporated, 
one of the nation’s major in- 
terstate truck lines, is the 
project. Located on East 
Grand Avenue, off 4600 North 
Broadway and adjacent the new 
Hall Street truck highway, the 
new terminal building is being 
built on a five acre tract of 
land in the Conduit Industrial 
property, which extends from 
East Grand Avenue to a point 
north of Carrie Avenue and is 
bounded on the west by the 
Wabash Railroad right-of-way. 


The one-story truck terminal 
building is to have an enclosed 
freight handling dock, 60 feet 
wide by 160 feet long. The 60 
foot dock width is to be clear 
span, with no columns or pillars 
to handicap freight handling 
operations. The 60 foot wide 
span is to be achieved by use of 
steel bar joists which support a 
20-gauge steel roof deck cov- 
ered with insulation and a 20- 
year built-up roof. 

Facing Grand Avenue, the 
office addition is to have 5400 
square feet usable space in the 
basement and first floor area. 
Wash rooms and locker room 
faciuties are provided in the 
des_gn for the drivers, in addi- 
tion to general office space, 
dispatcher’s office, executive of- 
fices, and a special rate and 
billing room. A modern plate 
glass and aluminum entrance 
vestibule will create an interest- 
ing architectural effect at the 
main entrance to the building. 
Extensive concrete slab aprons 
alongside the truck building and 
additional hard top paving 
around the entire terminal 
will provide large areas for 
trailer parking and manuevering 
space.

money for home mortgages, a 
spokesman declared. It con- 
tinues to urge such further de- 
velopment of the nation’s mort- 
gage structure as will give it. 
sufficient increased elasticity to 
meet the housing needs of every 
self sustaining family, 


The association played the 
leading role in 1931 in securing 
federal action for the relief of 
home owners who were losing 
their homes by the thousands 
through foreclosures, the state- 
ment continued. 


Villain’s Way 

At that time, mortgages gen- 
erally were issued for short 
periods, usually not in excess of 
five years, and at high rates of 
interest. In 1931, the common- 
est interest rate in areas dis- 
tant from the money centers 
ranged to eight and nine per 
cent, and sometimes went as 
high as 12 per cent. Renewals 
of the short-term mortgages 
oftentimes had to paid for at a 
charge of five per cent. 

That was the kind of mort- 
gage featured in the melodrama 
of other years, the foreclosure 
of which the villain usually 
threatened in his despicable at- 
tempts to win the heroine’s 
hand. 

The depression beginning in 
1929 sent private capital into 
hiding, and home owners were 
experiencing tremendous diffi- 
culties in renewing their mort- 
gages. In May of 1931, NAREB 
officially put before President 
Herbert Hoover a proposal in 
detail to stabilize home mort- 
gage money flow by creating a 
federal mortgage discount bank 
system for urban resi¢ntial 
mortgages. The President 
recommended the plan to Con- 
gress, and suggested it be made 
available to banks, insurance 
companies, and all home financ 
ing institutions. Congress 
adopted it as. the Home Loan 
Bank System, but slashed the 
plan so that it could be used 
only by savings and loan asso- 
ciations and a relatively few 
savings banks. 

Foreclosures by Thousands. 

By June of 1933, foreclosures 

» of mortgages on homes were 
taking place at a rate of about 
1000 a day. Herbert U. Nelson, 
NAREB’s chief staff executive, 
worked closely with Cordell 
Hull on the drafting of legisla- 
tion which created the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation as an 
emergency agency to rescue 
these in trouble. More than a 
million home owners were pro- 
vided with means of refinancing 
their mortgages on long terms, 
and amortizing them at the 
lowest interest rates that had 
ever been known. It was an ex- 
periment that demonstrated the 
soundness of amortized financ- 
ing, and the federal government 
made an eventual profit of $14 
million from its operation. 

Meantime, invited by the 
National Emergency Council, 
NAREB representatives took 
part in a 12-day conference that 
worked out in June 1934, a 
plan under which the Federal 
Government would create an 
agency to provide mortgage in- 
surance. That plan became the 
Federal Housing Administration 
program, Within eight years, 
FHA was serving 24.7 per cent 
of the nation’s home mortgages. 
NAREB was the only major 
business group of the nation 
that supported the plan then. 

By 1938, it had been demon- 
strated that the theory of amor- 
tized home mortgage financing 
was sound, and NAREB support- 
ed congressional action to in- 
crease the FHA loan-to-value 
ration to 90 per cent and to ex- 
tend maximum mortgage terms 
to 25 years. NAREB was the 
proposer and chief protagonist 
also of legislation that year 
which created the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association as 
a mortgage discount facility to 
supply support for mortgages 
in the secondary market. 
NAREB was a chief force, more- 
over, in the rechartering of 
FNMA in 1954, the association 
claims. 

Seeks Advancements. 

NAREB worked closely with 
federal officials during World 
War II on housing probl 
incluaing rent controls, aa 
then took the lead in securing 
the removal of controls at the 
conclusion of the war emergen- 
cy so as to encourage construc- 
tion of badly-needed rental 
housing. 

The association supported the 
creation of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration program for guar- 
anteed home loans, and co-

A Michigan judge entered the courtroom, 
heard the first case: three unpaid parking 
tickets. Defendant: His Honor. Finding him- 
self guilty on two of the counts, he promptly 
paid up. Then he argued the third, decided 
to dismiss the charge. 

A judge in Miles City, Mont., did a double 
take when two defendants came before him. 
Twenty-year-old identical twins, they pleaded 
guilty to driving their twin cars bumper to 
bumper at 68 mph in a 5S-mph zone. 


In an Omaha court, His Honor took a gam- 
bler’s dice, rolled a 7, said: “If 7 comes up 
when I roll again, 60 days in jail.” Up came 
10. Fine: $25 plus costs. 

Burglar and jail alarms sounded simultane- 
ously at a New Mexico courthouse; on their 
heels came a noise in the judge's office. Guns 
drawn, 15 officers converged on the “cul- 
prit.” They found the judge and his wife 
working late. Cause of alarm: a short circuit. 
And in Las Cruces, N.M., a deputy sheriff 
filed a routine theft report: four hubcaps and 
fender skirts — off his own patrol car. 

A traffic probation officer quit 13 days after 
he began work in Pontiac, Mich. It was 
learned his driver's license had been sus- 
pended for 60 days — for five traffic tickets. 
Determined to uphold the dignity of his of- 
fice, an Arizona justice of the peace asked 
that his bench be raised 4 inches. Reason: 
“When I get a tall prisoner, he looks down 
on me — literally.” Request granted. 

In downtown London, a detective struggled 


with a pickpocket. Suddenly the culprit 
yelled: “Help, I'm a policeman!” A passerby

held the detective with a half-Nelson while 
the pickpocket disappeared. 


Said the judge to five Linwood, Pa., boys 
who deflated 40 auto tires: “Pump up all of 
those tires — by hand.” They did. 

When a bookmaker in Los Angeles was 
searched by police, more than $3,000 was 
found in his wooden leg. But the case was 
dismissed — invasion of privacy. 

A St. Louis judge sentenced a three-time 
speeding offender to 10 days in jail or 10 
days working for the street department. He 
chose work, began painting “SLOW” signs. 
A horse-and-buggy driver in Detroit was 
fined $5. In traffic court it was explained that 
too many motorists stopped to gawk at him, 
causing a dangerous traffic tie-up. 

In Muskegon, Mich., a 1949 car was im 
pounded. It had no hood, no windshield, no 
tail light, a defective muffler, doors that were 
tied shut with ropes. Charge against the 
driver: improper registration papers. 
Fined $100 on a drunk-driving charge, 4 
man in a Western city agreed to pay the fine 
in installments. In no time at all he was back 
in court. Checks bounced. 

Though Washington state law says a young 
man can’t hug his girl when he drives, 4 
loophole was pointed out: she can hug him 
—if he keeps both hands on the wheel. 
An excited motorist in Topeka, Kan., tele- 
phoned police that somebody stole the steer 
ing wheel and foot pedals of his car. Before 
police got there he called back, said: “Never 
mind. I was looking in the back seat.” & 
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For this “stateless” family of six, their car is the only home they have.

This shocking fact, uncovered by PARADE 


reporters, affects thousands. Here’s why—and what you can do

In big-hearted, social-welfare-conscious America, a 
vast array of public relief programs exists to help 
those who are momentarily down on their luck. But 
for a shockingly large number of people just like you, 
no such lifelines are available. By law —hard-hearted, 
antique “residence law” that still governs relief in 
every state — they are cut off from needed food and 
medical care by being branded “foreigners.” 

No matter where you were born or where you live, 
syou, too, could become a “foreigner” overnight. All 
you and your family have #0 do is move from state to 
state or even, in many places, from county to county. 
Then, as a newcomer, ask for help. In almost every 
state in the U.S., you couldn't receive a nickel. In 
many‘you would be refused medical help even if you 
were critically ill. You couldn't even receive psychi- 
~ atric treatment in most states. 

By law, such help is for residents only. And to be 
a resident in most states you must live there one to 
five years. Meanwhile you could “lose” residence in 
your home state. Officially you'd be stateless, a resi- 
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dent of nowhere, with no legal claim on public aid. 

And you would not be alone. Five million Ameri- 
cans will move across state lines this year. And even in 
booming 1957, one social worker told PARADE, a 
quarter of a million will wind up needing help — and 
be unable to get it. 

Naturally, it couldn’t happen to you and your 
family. You have too much foresight — or too much 
luck. But it couldn't happen to Bob Cobert and his 
family, or to the Marvin Factors. (In some cases,

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names in this article have been changed. ) They’re nor- 
mal, hard-working Americans who never gave relief a 
second thought. Yet here is what did happen to them: 

Cobert, a 26-year-old rheumatic-heart victim in 
need of a warmer climate, went to Texas from Mon- 
tana with his pregnant wife and 6-year-old daughter. 
The only job he could find was too strenuous and 
threatened to bring on a heart attack. Cobert needed 
money to feed his family and for medical help; local 
public welfare refused both and told him he was not 
Texas’ problem. 

Factor apparently had all the qualifications for help 
in California: he was born in Kern County, had a job 
in Los Angeles and needed only a few dollars to keep 
afloat until a check arrived. But he was turned down. 
He was a legal resident of California, but not of Los 
Angeles County. : 

These two families and thousands like them have, 
in one social worker's words, “fallen through the 
cracks” of American welfare. For the first time,

The villains in this piece, generally speak- 
ing, are not the public-welfare officials, but 
the outdated laws they administer. Many 
officials feel guilty about how their states 
discriminate; some have fought to change 
the laws; others have engineered ways to 
sidestep ; a few have sat on their 
hands. But the bulk have no choice but to 
enforce the law. As a result, few states 
show much mercy toward “outsiders.” 
Here are just a few of the dozens of 
ways you can be kicked around: 
@ In lowa, Polk County Welfare Director 
Leland Ahern told PARADE, non-residents 
sometimes have been allowed to die for 
want of medical care. 
e In Arizona, fathers sometimes are urged 
to abandon their families. “Then,” they 
are told, “we may be able to consider help 
under the Federal aid-to-dependent-chil- 
dren program.” 
e In —California, families often are 
shipped “back where you came from” — 
even when they have no home to go to. 
e In New York, considered by many to 
have the best welfare program of all, new- 
comers have equal status with old resi- 
dents. But New Yorkers outside the state 
for more than a year often get short shrift. 
The tragic story of America’s stateless 


In discussing the subject covered by 
PARADE in this article, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross states: 

“State and county residence re- 
quirements create actual hardships 
and limit the free movement of 
people. The Red Cross policy of pro- 
viding service without respect to 
residence has brought to chapters

stateless indicts everyone in the U.S. 


indicts all 48 states (plus Washington, 
D.C., as bad an offender as any) and 
everyone in them. Some states — Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Texas, Arizona — attract 
more newcomers, because of their cli- 
mates. Thus they bear the brunt of the 
problem. 

_ But no state has clean hands. Every- 
where, the story is one to strike fear into 
every person who hopes someday to follow 
the American tradition and better his job, 


surroundings or climate by moving. And 


the very people who allow it to exist — 
you and others like you — are those who 
may be caught by it next. 

Most of the victims are average Ameri- 
cans: honest, hard-working but bewild- 
ered. The overwhelming bulk are not 
hoboes. No racial or nationality group pre- 
dominates; a recent Chicago survey of 
non-resident relief applicants showed most 
were native-born, semi-skilled or unskilled 
white people. A Phoenix social worker 
adds: “We have plenty of these cases from 
the right side of the tracks.” 

Rich or poor, the nation’s stateless butt 
their heads against residence laws, Except 
for New York, Hawaii and Puerto Rico, 
every state has some kind of restric- 
tive law to determine who is a resident 


not only the groups we state are our 
primary responsibility (veterans and 
their dependents ) but also hundreds 
of applicants who have no other re- 
sources. Military personnel and their 
dependents, too, sometimes are de- 
prived of the civilian rights and priv- 
ileges to which they are entitled in 
their legal place of residence.”

Under these, relief is granted without re- 
gard‘to residence but the law determines 
which county or city will foot the bill.) 
These laws alone would serve to dis- 
qualify many persons in an America where 
people are constantly on the move. But in 
many cases, PARADE found, the state laws 
are overlaid with additional requirements 
for residence in county, city or township. 
Some states further distinguish between 
husband's residence and wife’s residence, 
or between birthplace and present resi- 
dence. Sometimes, as in Houston, Tex., 
even those who work with the laws don’t 
know what constitutes legal residence. 


One Penny Disqualifies You 


There is little state-to-state difference 
in the way such laws are rigged against 
“outsitlers.” Take Michigan —a_ repre- 
sentative state. To qualify for. help in 
Michigan, you must live one year in the 
same county, a fairly common require- 
ment. But if, during that time, you re- 
ceived one cent of “public or private aid” 
— which can mean even from relatives — 
you are disqualified. If you have spent 
time in any public institution, that time jis 
subtracted from your legal residence. 

You also can lose residence. In Michi- 
gan, as in most other states, you no longer 
are a “legal resident” a year after leaving. 
But some states also have an “intent to 
leave” clause, under which you can be dis- 
qualified as soon as you pack your bags. 
(Illinois and Missouri are two states that 
hew to this law strictly.) 

Most states have additional gimmicks 
to discourage the newcomer. A California- 
born woman was denied help because her 
husband had been bern in Arkansas.

Why laws to determine residence? Here are pros and cons 


no matter how long he’s lived there. And 
lowa still uses an 1842 “Warning Out of 
the Poor” law. Under this antique, a fam- 


“ily can be served with “notice to depart” 


if they seem likely to become public 
charges. 

Shocking? Confusing? But in some 
states the confusion is multiplied by five. 
The Federal Government contributes to 
four relief programs: old age assistance, 
aid to dependent children, aid to the blind 
and aid to the disabled. The fifth, general 
assistance or poor relief, is paid for by the 
states, counties and towns. For each, there 
may be a different residence law. 

All this dates back to the England of 
1601, when residence laws were designed 
to keep the poor chained to the land. 
Through U.S. history, they have been a 


run by beggars from Massachasetts; IIli- 
nois is concerned about an influx of “hill- 
billies”; California seems to regard its re- 
lief rolls as the goal of all the elderly 
people in the U.S. 


$50-a-Month “Bonanza” 


Scientific surveys have torpedoed each 
of these prejudices, along with the notion 
that people move to a new state purely to 
go on relief.

‘Recently Dade County announced it would liber- 
alize its treatment of non-residents. Farther north in 
Jacksonville, welfare authorities announced a similar 
loosening up — a badly needed loosening up. Con- 
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sider Ernest Boffa, a 71-year-old New Yorker, who 
walked into the Duval County Hospital there and 
complained of chest pains. He was given a hasty ex- 
amination and sent away as a non-resident. Boffa 
stumbled out of the hospital and died of a heart attack. 

In this case hospital officials pointed out that Boffa’s 
death could not have been prevented. But in state 
after state across the U.S., panapE unearthed cases — 
too many to be accidental —- where obviously ill non- 


 gesidents were sent packing. Here are a few: 


e@ In one Texas city, a public-hospital official ad- 
mitted: “Diagnoses are influenced by the need to keep 


costs down.” Even non-residents injured in auto acci- 
dents often are refused hospital care, he said. 

e In San Antonio, an Oklahoman, screaming with the 
agony of a fatal cancer, was shunted from hospital to 
hospital until one finally admitted him. He died the 


following day. 
© In New York, officials told how 72-year-old, criti- 
cally ill Fred Blair was dumped into the state. He had 
been driven all night in a taxi to reach the New York 
border, one day before he would have qualified for 
residence (and free medical care) in a neighboring 
state. 
© In Colorado, officials of a TB sanitarium told how 
Miami had treated Morton King, a Florida resident 
who had come to Colorado for treatment: on his re- 
turn home, public welfare refused him relief (as a 
non-resident), refused job rehabilitation, drove him 
into a job which brought on a relapse. 

If callousness seems to typify these cases, confusion 
is the rule in Massachusetts. The state almost boasts 


- about it. Some laws dealing with non-residents date 


back to 1692. Says William F. Lally of the Boston 
Overseers of Public Welfare: “We believe we've got 
the most complex, complicated and bewildering set 
tlement laws in the country.” (The state, however, 
treats non-residents well; the confusion lies in court 
battles over which town foots the bill.) | 
Meanwhile, the overload of needy non-tesidents on 
the voluntary private agencies is staggering. Travelers 
Aid Societies all across the country are swamped. 
The agency. considers its role one of providing indi 


vidual counseling, referring strangers to the proper 
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authorities or supplying a few dollars’ help when 
necessary. But more and more Travelers Aid is being 
pushed into the role of a general relief agency be- 
cause states are shirking responsibility. 

Helping to shoulder the load are the Red Cross, the 
Salvation Army, missions and churches. The Episcopal 
_ Cathedral in Phoenix has been flooded with non- 
residents needing help. In Kansas City, Mo., public 
welfare serves only 2s an information buresu, refer- 
ring all non-residents to private agencies. 

What happens to those who never find their way 
to private agencies, or have too much pride to seek 
charity? Many simply drop out of sight. Others be- 
come truly desperate. 

Recently a New Orleans woman stranded in Chi- 
cago came to Travelers Aid. With only 96 cents left, 


she’ said, she knew what she would do if she didn’t . 


get help: she would become a prostitute. 

In Los Angeles, Floyd Jones and his wife offered 
their two children for adoption. Unable to find work 
and refused relief because he was a resident of Seattle, 
Jones could see no other way out. 

In Sacramento, James Dacieth feist sits ond secbes. 
He hasn't found a truck driver’s job; welfare is inter- 
ested only in sending him back to Iowa. “Jim isn’t 
lazy, just defeated,” his wife says. “He has no confi- 


dence any more.” 
The Answer Lies With You 


None of these people had heard of residence laws 
until they collided with them head-on. In the same 
way, your family someday may meet them firsthand 
— unless something is done in the meantime. This 
“something,” as numerous welfare agencies have 
pointed out, will result only if the public demands 


and puts pressure on all levels of government. It need _ 


not be complete abolition of the laws, desirable as that 
might be. Several alternatives have been proposed and 
will be discussed in PARADE next week. 

Even a little more flexibility for the public-welfare 
agencies handling these cases would help. In contrast 
to the three cases cited above is the case of machinist 
Lester Zirkin and his family, who now live happily in 
a new apartment in Los Angeles. 

Behind them is a harrowing trip from their native 
Indiana. Victim of a local business collapse, Zirkin 
met misfortune on his way west. Los Angeles welfare 
offered him a ticket back home. Angrily, Zirkin 
turned to Travelers Aid. 

The agency took three steps: it loaned Zirkin 
_ money for rent, food and machinists’ tools; it found 
him a job at Douglas Aircraft; it turned up a week-end 
job which would stake the family until payday. Today 
California has a solid wage-earning citizen. It cost the 
taxpayers riot a cent — as measured against the cost 
of a ticket to Indiana. 

The social worker who handled Zirkin’s case re- 
gards it as routine. Any state coyld do the same for 90 
per cent of the “non-residents” within its borders. On 
a higher. level, National Travelers Aid believes the 
Zirkin cases could be squelched before they start. All 
that is necessary is that yow insist that the old laws 
be brought into line with the 20th century. 

As things stand today, however, how many states 
would have done for the Zirkins — a family just like 
yours — what Travelers Aid did? PARADE canvassed 
the country, and the answer is plain: scarcely one. @

The Queen 


Memo to U. 8. officials: 


next month, when she visits 
America, Queen Elizabeth — 
might like to go to the races

LONDON. 
Ask any Briton what would thrill Queen 
Elizabeth most on her whirlwind visit to the 
U. S. next month and he'd look at you as if 
you were “a bit daft.” All England knows that 
the way to Her Majesty's heart lies through 
the nearest stables. 

Let her diary show a day off from public 
engagements and every photographer in the 
land knows where he can get a human- 
interest picture of the Queen, happy as a 
child on the last day of school: With a pair 
of binoculars, a handful of racing forms and 
a-song in her heart, Elizabeth goes to the 
track. 

Over here, she’s likely to have one or more 
colts running under her own colors — 


her jockey, discussing times over such-and- 
such distances with her exercise boys or sit- 
ting in the royal box cheering a horse home. 

In this setting, the dignified, protocol- 
ridden Queen is transformed into a gay 
young woman. She loves the taste of victory 
and is glum, indeed, when her runners per- 
form poorly. However, there’s no need for 
Elizabeth to be distraught this year. With 
only a few weeks of racing left, the Queen 
has, for the second time, made her way to 
the top of the winning owners’ list. 

Her first top year was. 1954. Elizabeth's 
colts toted up 19 wins — good for $115,- 
000. For this feat, she owed much thanks to 
her great horse, Aureole, now retired to stud. 
However, when Aureole was in his prime, 
the Queen showed just how far her affection 
could go. 

Britons read with some astonishment that 
the Queen’s horse was being treated for 
“nerves” by a fashionable London psycho- 


tins sent to the Palace concerning Aureole’s 
condition. 
More than once Aureole repaid this loving 


care. He romped home in a photo finish at 
Ascot in 1954. And the Queen was so de- 
lighted she jumped about, grinning ecstati- 
cally while racegoers tossed their hats in the 
air following the custom for a royal win. 

They didn’t know that before the race 
Elizabeth had been nérvous about her entry's 
chances. When she asked her jockey, Eph 
Smith, how he thought Aureole would do, 
he replied, “Well, Ma’m, we are rather han- 
dicapped. The animal is blind in one eye 
and I’m deaf.” This could have been alarm- 
ing — until she remembered that the jockey 
wore a hearing aid and the horse recently 
had injured an eye. 

The Queen first caught the racing bug 
when she was 17. Her father, King George 
VI, introduced her to the sport. The late 
Aga Khan, himself a great racing man, 
heightened Elizabeth’s interest by presenting 
her with her first thoroughbred, Astrakhan, 
as a wedding gift a decade ago. This year, 
the Queen has 28 horses in training. — 


She Doesn't Bet 


Despite the hard-cash value of the Queen's 
interest in racing (experts say she has won 
a total of $336,000 since 1953), a sizable 
group of her Majesty's subjects openly criti- 
cize her days at the races. 

Most of the critics are associated with the 
Church of England ( which Elizabeth heads) - 
or with other religious groups. They main- 
tain it is wrong for the Monarch to spend 
so much time watching a sport associated 
with gambling. This side of racing, however, 
holds no interest for Elizabeth. She never 
bets. Her love of horses overshadows all other 
aspects of racing. 

That's why many Britons feel it would be 
an understanding gesture if, when the Queen 
visits America, a little time were allowed 
from her protocol-packed schédule to let her 
see some high-grade American horseflesh. 
And no one in London would agree more 
than “U. S. Ambassador John Hay (Jock)

Whitney, who has owned and raced horses 
here and in the U. S. for more than 30 years. 

Whitney could, and perhaps already has, 
discussed racing with the Queen. (Such con- 
versations would put the Queen considerably 
more at ease than she often is with foreign 
diplomats.) Whitney could tell her how, 
when he was a student at Oxford, one of his 
first purchases was a race horse. 

He could tell the Queen that some of the 
horses he bought in England were trained by 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who now trains 
most of Elizabeth's ponies. But he might 
prefer not to recall the uncomfortable time 
in 1933 when one of the horses he had 
bought in Ireland and later imported to Eng- 
land was mentioned in the House of Com- 
mons. Something about the amount of duty 
paid on the horse, Royal Ransom. But it 
worked out in the end. 

Such talk might bore the Queen’s hus- 
band, the Duke of Edinburgh, who some-

grounds when the Queen heads for the track. 
But fortunately Ambassador Whitney can 
talk polo, too. He once was considered one 
of the world’s best polo players. 

So, perhaps understanding Jock Whitney 
will drop a word into the ear of American 
officialdom. He might point out that recently 
Elizabeth was eight minutes late to one ap- 
pointment in Paris because she was visiting 
the stables of a French racing enthusiast, or 
that she was thrilled at being presented with 
a thoroughbred racer during a state visit to 
Portugal. 

Perhaps the American equivalent of a 
“royal box” will see Queen Elizabeth root- 
ing one home at an American racetrack. 

“I always feel so welcome at the races,” 
the Queen has told her friends. “It’s as if I 
were really joining in with everyone else.” 
For a woman in her position, that’s a pretty 
important feeling.

For both father and son, this is a rare 
time — one that will not come their 
way again.

“A lot of requests,” he admits, “come 
from servicemen overseas. They've got 
nothing to do and figure they might as 
well learn the fast draw.” 

Ojala, who was born in Seattle, is 
married to the former Doris Seversen, 
an actress he met nine years ago when 
he was passing through Yakima. “There 
was a big dance,” he recalls, “and I de- 
cided to go to it. That's where I met 
Doris. One look at her, and I was fin- 
ished.” When she came down to Los 
Angeles for drama lessons, he gave up 
his job of apple-ranch manager to fol- 
low her. In due time they were mar-

Today she’s not 
only won a marksmanship medal, but I 
think she’s the fastest lady draw in the 
whole country.”

When the lead-off batter squares away at the 
plate this Wednesday for the first pitch of 
the 1957 World Series, the 10 ball players 
on the opposite page will be sitting in the 
stands or watching on TV. But during future 
World Series, no less than 600 sports experts 
predict, at least some of these 10 may get 
their chance to make baseball history. 

They are members of the first All-Star 
Minor League team — “the major leaguers 
of tomorrow.” The 10 men (there are two 
pitchers) were picked exclusively for 
PARADE by the National Association of Base- 
ball Writers, experts’ who watch baseball 
every day from the majors to the Class D 
leagues (and-the largest group of newsmen 
ever to pick an all-star team for a magazine ). 
Supervising. balloting was George Trautman, 
president of the Mimor Leagues. (One All- 
Star, Buffalo’s Mike Baxes, is shown on to- 
day’s cover being congratulated by the 
Yankees’ Mickey Mantle.) : 

“The major leaguers of toniorrow” played 
this season in the three highest minor 
leagues: Pacific Coast, American Association 
and International League. In. addition, the 
writers picked two other All-Star teams (be- 
low), the best in the lower minor leagues. 
Most of these, as one writer puts it, “are the 
big leaguers of the day after tomorrow.” 

Late this week several of the top All-Stars 
will be flown to New York by American Air- 


baseball gloves by A. G. Spalding. Climax of 
their visit will be an appearance on Sunday's 
Ed Sullivan Show (CBS-TV, 8 p.m. EDT). 

In picking the first team, the writers left 
out veteran ex-big leaguers who are not likely 
to come up again. Most of the All-Stars have 
played in the majors, but only two of them 
for more than a year. Now, with grooming 
in the minors added to their other experi- 
ence, the writers say these players are ready 
for big-league stardom: 

FIRST BASE: Ren Jackson, 23, indianapolis 
~A bonus baby with the Chicago White 
Sox, the 6’7” slugger hit .238 during the two 
vears the Sox had to keep him. Last year he 
averaged .304 in the Pacific Coast, this sum- 
mer was over .320 near season’s end. 

SECOND BASE: Ken Aspromonte, 26, San 
Francisco ——- Owned by the Red Sox, he hit 
.281 last year, jumped to around .330 to 
lead the Coast League near the finish of this 
vear. He could make the Boston infield at 
second or short. 

THIRD BASE: Rudy Regalado, 26, San Diego 
- He’s had a couple of stints with the Cleve- 
land Indians, finally appears to be ready after 
a solid Cover .300) year on the Coast. 

SHORTSTOP: Mike Baxes, 26, Buffalo — 
Last year he was with Kansas City, but played 
little. This year he was among the top five 
hitters in the International League, batting 
close to .310; he made headlines by hitting 
two grand-slam homers in one game. 

OUTFIELDER: Norm Siebern, 24, Denver — 
In 1956 he was picked as the most promis- 


ing rookie in the Yankees’ spring-training. 


camp, but a knee injury hobbled-him and he 
was sent to Denver, where he hit .300. This 
year he’s been whaling American Association 
pitching at better than a .325 clip. 

_ OUTFIELDER: Marty Keough, 22; San Fran- 
cisco -— A fleet lead-off man, he has had 
spririg trials with the Red Sox, but the great 
Boston outfield — Ted Williams, Jim Pier- 
sall, Jackie Jensen — has kept him on the 
Coast. After hitting near .300 this year, 
though, he could make the jump to Boston 
next spring. 

OUTFIELDER: Don Demeter, 22, St. Paul — 
He hit 41:homers for Fort Worth last year, 
got a shot this spring with the Dodgers but 
didn’t make the grade. With the Saints he’s 
hit over .300 most of the summer; averaging 
a home run every five games, he could replace 
Duke Snider in céntér for the Dodgers. 

CATCHER: Harry Chiti, 25, Richmond — 
Up with the Chicago Cubs at 20, he stayed 
five years before being traded to the Yankees. 
Loaded with catchers, they sent him this 
spring to Richmond, where he showed sur- 
prising hitting ability (close to .300), now 
appears ready to come back and make good. 

PITCHER: Carlton Willey, 26, Wichita — 
After a 5-won, 10-lost record last year at 
Wichita, righthander Willey came on strong 
this season, running up an 18-5 record near 
season's end. Owned by the Braves, he figures 
to make Milwaukee's crack pitching even 
tougher. 

PITCHER: Ben Daniels, 25, Hollywood — 
Another righty, owned by the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, he was yielding less than 3 runs a 
game most of the summer, had a 14-5 record 
in the last stages of the season. 

These 10 — along with the 20 listed be- 
low — are the cream of the minor leagues. 
The future looms big for them, and thus for 
all baseball. “Without such players,” says 
Minor League President Trautman flatly, 
“the majors couldn't exist.”

OOD BULBS will almost always bloom the first spring 
after being planted, even in poor soil. But to get desir- 
able flowers year after year proper soil conditions must 

be developed at P sae fon time. October and November are 
the best months to put in spring- flowering bulbs. 

The usually favorable results encountered during the first 

season stem from the fact that a good bulb is a compact florg! 
cket with a built-in guarantee. Each tulip or daffodil ' 
ce example, contains an embryonic flower and leaves, plus 
an ample store of plant food. Even when buried beneath 
the heavy clay of a new subdivision, the bulbs are prac- 
— bound to bloom. 
ut this is only part of the story. When the flowering 
season is over, t leaves and roots must work hard to 
make a brand-new bulb to replace the original, which grad- 
ually pears. A daff bulb, after flowering, grows 
larger and often becomes “broody,” dividing into two or 
more small offsets. 
During the critical period when new .bulbs are being 
formed, tulips, hyacinths and the modern hybrid daffodils 
need the best possible growing conditions. en planted in
